1, In a private conversation 9 November 1965 11 J 
conveyed to me a message from Oehlen.. The thrust of the 
mecsage was that Oehlen wanted to assure the Director that 
hlo postponement of his visit oh this oocaslon was nololy 
due to the political crisis in Germany. Oehlen oaid that 
he was awaro that his failure to be responslvo to a Berles 
of lnvl tat Iona from various Agency officers over the past 
few yeeT3 had been read within CIA As having political 
connotations. Also, Gohlen was aware that lie hod been 
labelled o , 'Gaullist w by individuals who wore not directly 
and. fully aware of his political views. Oehlen told c. -m 
that ho wanted us to know that his baslo convictions con* 
cernlng the importance of a politically unified Western 
Europe within on integrated Atlantic Community remained . 
hnohanged* He thought that much that Do Qaulle had attempted ssagses^ 
to do was entirely consistent with this concepti not all • 
that D'e Gaulla had said and done was, however, acceptable 
to Gehlcn.
